THE. FIRE AND THE BRIGADE. 

The ringing of the Central Station and 
Clock Toiver bells intimated to those asleep 
and awake that a fire had: commenced last 
night about. cleveti o’clock ;-and it was 
found to have oriyinated iu a Chinese shop 
in’ Weiliigton Street it the Western Peel 
Street corner, near the hack entrance of 
the Stag Hotel. The fire. was happily tot 
of a serious character, though it threatened 
to become so at one poriod of the evening ; 
but its occurrence assumes an especial im- 
portance as illustrative’ of. the discipline 
and progress of the Five Brigade. It ia: 
said that the fire began in thé cook-house of 
the building, a8is communly the: case ;-and 
certain.jt is that-before ten or fifteen min- 
‘nites had elapsed, the smoke gave way be- 
fore the flame ‘and the house had caught 
properly. A. small fire-engine from. -thé 
Ventral Police Station was. the first’on the 
ground, closely followed by others ; but.all 
hose was in readiness. and. active mén were 
sucking their thambs, with nothing to do, 
long. before any water made its appeaiance, 
“This (the usual bughear in such matters) 
did wot show. up-uotil a full half-hour 
iifter tae first alarm, and it was there- 
fore left:to the Fire: Insurance Steam- 
Engine’ to. throw. thu’ first jet upon ths 
blazivg building, although even’ this “wag 
only achieved after much labourand trouble, 
Unfortunately, it. was low water. at. ‘the 
time, and the end of the feed-pips in the 
flarbor showed a vexatious iticlination to 
suck uy anything but water, and would'get 
choked up with mud, atones, aud pieces of 
rubbisii. ‘This wis only remedied by taking 
it.out:into a sampan, wlience by and by tlie, 
stream. waa all that could be desired. Seve- 
ral langths of hasé, however, -were hopes 
lessly ‘* bust-up” by the jerky ‘and. uneven 
pressure given to the engine ia the unsa- 
tisfactory start, and some delay was there- 
by-caused. But the conduct of Mr Fakes? > 
braneli:of our new brigade was the adinir.. 
tion vf-all ;-and it. may be said that, the 
immense stride in the matter of organiza- 
tisn extended to every one except the Sikh 
police. -It is certain: that the fire would 
have made very much more way than it did 
had-it not been for the invaluable energy

The Parliamentary papors attached to the 
Arny Estimates, headed ‘ Army (Colonies) 
No. 42,” has for the first time this year, 
lumped the entire military chavgo of China, 
Japan, aud Hong Kong in one lump sim,” 
which amounts ty £182,595 on the whole- 
for the year, which, however, is quite in- 
dependent of the suin of £30,000 which 
has to be paid by the Imperial to the'lndian 
Government for.the se of a Sepoy regiment 
which is placed in garrison in the colony. 
We believe ‘that the contribution tobe 
exacted from- Hong: Kong for the ensuing 
year will be'as before—£20,000, but we 
have good reason to bolieve that the sum 
will be shurtly raised to £80,000, the hire 
of the Sepoy-regimont.
